n-year-old boy killed 


in Gaza camp clashes

Two Palestinians, one a 10- 
year-old boy. were killed and at 
least 10 more people were re- 
portedly injured yesterday dur- 
ing clashes with ‘soldiers in the 
territories, bringing the unoffi- 
cial death toll from recent distur- 
bances to 36. 

Seven of the West Bank's 20 refu- 
gee camps, and the town of Kalki- 
lya, were under curfew at some time 
during the day yesterday as the IDF 
put into effect a new government 
policy endorsing liberal use of cur- 
fews to prevent disturbances from 
escalating. 

IDF patrols were attacked yester- 
day afternoon by stone-throwmg vil- 
lagers in two other locations, Kfar 
Beema and Deir Amal near Ramal- 
jah. 

The IDF said “raging protesters”. 
threw stones at an IDF patrol in 
Kfar Na‘ama. The troops respond- 
ed. first by firing tear gas and rubber 
bullets, and then by firing live am- 
munition. Nineteen-year-old Hus- 
sam Mustapha Jabal Ma‘ali was shot 
and killed, according to preliminary 
military reports.

UN sources said a 10-year-old 
Palestinian, who has not yet been 
identified. had died in the Jabalya 
refugee camp in the Gaza Strip after 
a procession of 100 people clashed 
with troops. IDF and UN reports 
said an IDF officer fired at the 
crowd with .22 calibre bullets. kill- 
ing the boy and injuring another 
person. Eight more people were 
shot and injured in a separate inci- 
dent in the Gaza camp of Beit 
Hanoun. 

In the West Bank village of Deir 
Amal,'a 13-year-old boy was 
wounded in the throat when 2 smail 
army unit was attacked by about 30 
to 40 people, throwing stones and 
rubble, the army reported. Palestin- 
ian sources said the boy's parents 
were also slightly injured. 

Yesterday morning, an elderly 
man was wounded in the head by a 
rubber bullet when soldiers tried to 
contain a demonstration by Kalan- 
dya residents against the IDF crack- 
down in the territories. Palestinian 
sources said camp residents threw 
stones at about 150 soldiers who 
massed in the camp. 

In Jerusalem, five Jewish houses 
in the East Talpiot neighbourhood 
were stoned by Arab youths while 


some of the residents were inside. A 
commercial strike continued in East 
Jerusalem for the fifth consecutive 
day, and included Arab taxi and bus 
companies. 

Police used tear gas to disperse 
stone-throwers at Isawiya village 
near Hadassah Hospital, Mt. Sco- 
pus; at A-Tur on the Mount of ΟἿ. 
ives; and at Jabel Mukaber near 
East Talpiot. The Jerusalem-Tel 
Aviv railroad line was blocked with 
stones. 

Late last night, dozens of police 
and Border Police entered the vil- 
lage of Jabel Mukaber. searching 
houses, interrogating suspects, and 
arresting a number of youths sus- 
pected of throwing stones at the 
East Talpiot homes and at Mish- 
kenot Haro‘im restuarant. accord- 


- ing to the Jerusalem police spokes- 


man. 

In Dehaishe. a six-metre-high 
wire fence erected between the 
camp and the main Jerusalem-He- 
bron road several months ago to 
prevent stone-throwing was torn 
down overnight and thrown into the 
Toad, causing traffic jams during the 
moming until it was cleared away by 
troops. 

Al-Amari. Kalandya, Dehaishe, 


Balata. Tulkarm, Ain Beit Ailma, 
and Salfit refugee camps were 
placed under curfew during all or 
part of the day. In the town of Kalki- 
ἵνα, the curfew was applied after 
dozens of demonstrators reportedly 
showered an IDF patrol with stones 
and blocked roads with buming 
tyres. But Palestinian sources. said 
the curfew was also being used as a 
preventive measure in other places, 

“A single stone is thrown and 
they clamp the whole area under 
curfew,” noted one Palestinian. 

West Bank transportation re- 
mained hobbled as most Arab bus 
companies observed the third day of 
a three-day commercial strike. 
which is now being felt in the pock- 
etbooks of Palestinian workers and 
merchants. 

A delegation of Knesset members 
visited the Dahariya prison, opened 
five weeks ago to house the surge of 
detainees from recent disturbances, 
and MK Amnon Linn declared the 
prison conditions “‘reasonable™ fol- 
lowing the tour.

‘Shas denial of misuse 
of funds challenged

Interior Ministry Director-Gener- 
al Arye Der’i of Shas told the com- 
mittee a fortnight ago that he had 


never told any local or municipal 
council that a refusal to fund Shas 
institutions at his request could en- 
tail delay in transfer of ordinary 
budgets. 

At the State Control Committee. 
State Comptroller Ya'acov Maiz 
said that state funding to religious 
bodies was still not being allocated 
according to strictly objective and 
equal criteria. This was despite the 
ralings of the High Court of Justice 
and the attorney-; ν he said.

ROSH HANIKRA - A memorial 
service for Captain Peter McCarthy, 
the Australian UN officer killed 
Tuesday in Lebanon; was held yes- 
terday at Unifil headquarters in Na- 
koura.

The organization seeks to alter 
what the families see as biased me- 
dia coverage that presents Palestin- 
ians as the only victims of the Arab- 


Israeli conflict.

Mafia strikes back with murder on crowded Palermo street 


PALERMO, Sicily (Reuter) - The 
Sicilian mafia, back on the offensive 
after the jailing of nearly 340 gang- 
sters in December, has struck for 
the fourth time in a month, killing a 
former Palermo mayor on a crowd- 
ed city street. 

Giuseppe Insalaco, 46, who had 
denounced links between politicians 
and the mafia, was the most promi- 
nent victim of a string of killings in 
Palermo since a court sentenced 338 ma- 
fiosi to a total of more than 2,700 
years in jail last month. 

Police said Insalaco was shot 
at least four times by two men on a 
motorscooter as his car stopped in 
heavy traffic near his home in cen- 
tral Palermo on Tuesday evening. 


The killers’ scooter then collided 
with another car and they fled on 
foot, leaving their helmets and pis- 
tols behind. ἱ 


Insalaco died instantly after being 
hit in the head and, covered in 
blood, slumped over the front pas- 
senger seat. Passers-by ran for cover 
but later a large crowd gathered 
when the identity of the dead man 
became known. 


Iosalaco had denounced links be- 
tween leading politicians and top 
mafiosi to Italy's anti-mafia commis- 
sion but was himself facing charges 
of taking ἃ $55,000 bribe to ensure 
mob-linked builders were able to 
acquire a piece of land.

WASHINGTON (Reuter) - Iran 
may have received a new shipment 
of Chinese-made Silkworm missiles 
on a cargo ship from North Korea 
on Tuesday, Reagan administration 
Officials said yesterday. 

The officials said the Iranian ship 
ieft North Korea about 10 days ago 
and was scheduled to arrive in Iran 
with Silkworms, which have a range 
of 80 km. and shorter-range Styx 
anti-ship missiles.‘‘It was believed 
to carry a small number. of Silk- 
worms -- possibly only one -- and 
some Styx missiles,” one of the offi- 
cials told Reuters. 

AUS. television network report- 
ed on Tuesday thar intelligence 
sources said ἃ new shipment of the 
Silkworm had arrived in Iran and 
was being unloaded. ABC Televi- 
sion said U.S. intelligence planes 
watched as a merchant ship carrying 
the missiles was escorted through 
the Strait of Hormuz at the bottom 
of the Gulf by an Iranian warship. 

The Sitkworms— with 455-kg. war- 
heads that can sink or cripple a ship 
— were being unloaded at the Lranian 
military port of Bandar Abbas, the 
network said. The Defence Depart- 
ment had no immediate comment 
on the report. but administration 
officials told Reuters there was Styx 
and Silkworm equipment near 
where the ship was loading before it 
left North Korea. 

The officials declined to say 
whether China sold the missiles to 
Iran. But Washington has warned 
the Chinese government previously 
to stop selling Iran the missiles, 
which have been fired at Kuwait. 

ABC said that China had also sold 
Iran new Silkworm Jaunchers that 
would allow it to fire the missiles 
from ships as well as land and would 
make it harder for U.S. intelligence 
units to keep track of them. Until 
now, all Silkworms in Lran had been 
based on land, making them easier 
to monitor, 

ABC reported that China, which 
has denied selling Silkworms to 
Iran, sent the latest shipment 
through North Korea to disguise it. 

The Silkworm issue has exacer- 
bated U.S.-China relations recently, 
and Washington has frozen its trans- 
fer of technology to Peking despite 
the latter's claim that Lran was get- 
ting the missiles on the open 
market.

Raoul Wallenberg. - 


STOCKHOLM (Reuter) ~ Raoul 
Wallenberg. the Swedish diplomat 
who saved thousands of Jews from 
the Nazis before disappearing while 
in Soviet custody. was praised by the 
Soviet Union yesterday in a radical 
break with tradition. 

Soviet Prime Minister Nikolai 
Ryzhkov, in Stockholm to sign a 
deal with Sweden governing territo- 
rial rights in the Baltic Sea, was 
asked at a news conference whether 
the reassessment of Soviet history 
underway in the Kremlin had shed 
new light on Wallenberg’s mysteri- 
ous fate. 

“I cannot add anything to what 
we stated earlier but I would like to 
say that the Soviet side, apart from 
what it said in 1957, takes a positive 
view of the humane work that he 
was engaged in.” he said. 

Soviet experts said it was the first 
time a senior Kremlin leader had 
praised Wallenberg, who is credited 
with saving up to 20.000 Hungarian 


Jews from the Nazi gas chambers. 

Wallenberg was first secretary at 
the Swedish Embassy in Budapest 
when he embarked on a one-man 
crusade, taking Jews under his per- 
sonal protection and giving them 
Swedish papers. He was last setn in 
January 1945, being driven off to see 
the commander of Soviet troops δ 
who had jusf occupied the city. 

Later reports suggested he was 
tried in the Soviet Union for espio- 
nage and jailed despite being a dip- 
lomat from a neutral country. After 
several years of evasions, the Soviet 
Union officially informed Sweden in 
1957 that Wallenberg had died of a 
heart attack in Moscow's notorious 
Lubianka prison 10 years earlier, 
aged 34. 

Sweden has, never accepted this 


- explanation and the issue has over- 


shadowed relations between the two 
countries ever since. The Swedish 
Foreign Ministry still keeps an open 
file on Wallenberg.

Ties, by ali legitimate means.”

“because we take no orders from 
outside and will not boycott our own 
country, Israel,"" the Arab Monitor- 
ing Committee told reporters here 
yesterday. 

The committee represents a range 
of Arab organizations, from the or- 
ganization of Arab mayors to stu- 
dent groups. 

“We feel like a child whose moth- 
er, (the Palestinian people) and fa- 
ther, (Israel) are engaged in bloody 
fighting. We want shlom bayit [mari- 
tal reconciliation]," said Mahmoud 
Yunie, a Mapam member of the 
Histadrut’s Central Committee and 
a member of the monitoring group. 

The monitoring committee. he 
said, saw Israel as now having taken 
over the former Arab stand of “No” 
to negotiations or recognition. “The 
Arabs of Israel are united in consen- 
sus for Israeli withdrawal to the 1967 
borders and the establishment of a 
Palestinian state, under PLO lead- 
ership, in the territories. and full 
equality of the Israeli Arabs in this 
country,” he said. : 

The measures Israel was taking 
against the “popular uprising” in the 


territories were in effect the applica- | 
tion of MK Benny Shalita’s cail “to 
kill 50 Arabs to restore order” by 


‘the government, Yunie said. “Al- 


ready 35 have fallen and the killing 
is continuing,” he added. 

“We fear that oppression in the 
territories will eventually lead to op- 
pression of Arabs in Israel and 
‘transfer’ there will be followed by 
‘transfer’ here too,” he said.

The Shas source said: “Mevasseret residents 
unfortunately identify Dueck with Shas, when 
this is not so.

He sends his children to schools 
which we boycott. He lets his daughters mix with 
boys. He made an awful mistake, with his attempt 
to foist an illegal Shas kindergarten on the village. 
Nobody knows why he did it. For-our electoral 
fortunes in November, he’s been a dead loss. He 
has to go.” 


Oxford professor cautions pro-constitution Israelis

HAIFA - An Oxford political scien- 
tist warns Israel not to expect too 
much from a constitution. “It can do 
some good through the articulation 
of clear principles, but it is of only 
marginal benefit,” says Prof. Ver- 
non Bogdanor, a fellow of Brasen- 

ose College. 

“In the end, the defence of the 
people's rights depends on their will 
to defend them,” he told The Jeru- 
salem Post at Haifa University, 
where he lectured on the subject 
early this week. 

Bogdanor, 44, has written exten- 
sively about constitutions and elec- 
torat systems. He noted that only 
three democratic countries have no 
constitution: Britain, which doesn’t 
want one because it enjoys a consen- 
sus on how the country should be 
governed: Israel, which opposes it 
for the opposite reason (because of

the problem of religion); and New 
Zealand, because it feels no need 
for one in its homogeneous society. 

“Can Israelis agree on a constitu- 
tion? Do they agree that there are 
‘self-evident’ truths, as did the fram- 
ers of the U.S. Constitution? Does a 
bill of rights truly assure the rights of 
all?” 


The record is not too good, Bog- 
danor said. It took the U.S., with its 
splendid bill of rights, until 1954 to 
desegregate the schools, and then 
only after a Supreme Court deci- 
sion. In Britain and New Zealand, 
civil rights are reasonably protected, 
he said. 


“The question really is: Do you 
want parliament or your judges to 
make the rules? If the latter, judges 
become political, as the recent Su- 
preme Court appointments in the 
U.S. so vividly demonstrated.” 

Bogdanor said the draft constitu- 


tion prepared by Tel Aviv Universi- 
ty experts “seems to make govern- 
ment more open and accountable. 
But with the constitution you may 
get something you don’t like, ἃ pop- 
ulism that favours extremists, which 
means less democracy.” 


He also found it hard to see the 
religious public in Israel accepting 
an individualistic bill of rights,-or 
constitutional separation of state 
and religion, “because the ethos of 
this society is different from Ameri- 
can individualism, stressing the 
communal.” 


Turning to the Tel Aviv Universi- 
ty companion proposal for electoral 
reform, Bogdanor agreed that its 
two-vote system, for individual can- 
didates and party lists with a 2.5 per 
cent threshold, would wipe out the 
smaller parties. But he said he liked 
the system of the “single, transfer- 
able vote” proposed by John Stuart 


Mill and the “unjustly forgotten” 
Russian Jew, Moise Ostrogorsky, 
and now advocated by the Alliance 
in Britain.

lem representative of the two giant 
American health insurers. Kupat 
Holim Clatit last week signed an 
agreement whereby all its hospitals 
in the rest of the country will care 
for Blue Cross-Blue Shield mem- 
bers. Two years ago, the private 
Herzliya Medical Centre became 
the first to sign such a contract with 
Blue Cross-Blue Shield. 


Hadassah’s management says that 
the main significance of the agree- 
ment is that it eliminates the red 
tape that foreign tourists and resi- 
dents had to contend with if they 
needed hospital treatment. For 
years, Hadassah hospitals have been 
taking care of patients insured by 
Blue Cross-Blue Shield, but there 
was n0 signed agreement. The ac- 
cord allows for prepaid, free treat- 
ment in case of injury or illness, 
including visits to the emergency 
rooms and hospitalization in both 
Hadassah-University hospitals. 

All the insured patient must do is 
present his or her insurance card.

ECONOMIC NEWS : iar ss 
GNP data dim hopes Germany 
can power European growth. 


BONN (Reuter) -- Output is being 
“cut at one of West Germany's pres- 
tige car makers, steel workers are 
demonstrating about closures in the 
Ruhr industrial heartland, unem- 
ployment is surging and Bonn ex- 
pects a record budget deficit in 1988. 
West Germany, far from being 
Europe's economic locomotive, is 
trailing other leading industrial 
powers, as the provisional 1987 
gross national product figures, re- 
leased yesterday, show. 

The GNP expanded only 1.7 per 
cent after five years of strong growth 
as demand for goods signs of flag- 
ging - despite calls by the U_S. and 
other nations for the Germans to 
boost consumption. By comparison, 
inflation-adjusted GNP In West 
Germany grew 2.5 per cent in 1986. 

For Chancellor Helmut Kohl 
what is imore important, however, 
is the outlook for this year. Predic- 
tions are singularly more pessimistic 
~ two economic think tanks, the IFO 
and DIW economic institutes, see 
only 1 per cent expansion in 1988. A 
German research insitute supported 
by the industrial sector thinks it 
could be even less. ; 

Foreign and domestic critics of 
West Germany's policies have urged 
the government to cut taxes in a bid 
to stimulate growth, produce more 


jobs and spur demand for imports. 
‘Kohl, however, says there is no 
need to act now, but he is prepared 
to move if the situation changes. 

The government is putting on a 
brave face, pinning hopes for steady 
growth on ἃ by-no-means-certain 
Stabilization of the dollar, low inter- 
est rates and a package of cheap 
loans to boost investments by indus- 
try and local authorities. But econo- 
mists say the outlook is clouded by 
the lower dollar — the strong 
Deutschmark is pinching export 
earnings — which has made corpo- 
rate investors cautious. 

Most damnming of all is that the 
least optimistic economic forecast of 
late has come from the Chistian- 
Democrats’ traditional supporters: 
industry. 

The Institut der Deutschen Wirts- 
chaft, an industry-backed research 
group, forecasts 1988 growth of 
maybe only 0.75 per cent and has 
urged the government to stimulate 
growth by “ἃ bolder economic poli- 
cy aimed at promoting 
investments.” 

But investment may be slowing. 
The Westdeutsche Landesbank Gir- 
ozentrale, for instance, sees invest- 
ment growth falling to 2 per cent this 
year from 3.5 in 1987. ᾿ 

The dollar has also hit sports car 


maker Porsche AG, which sells well 
over half of its cars in the U.S. With 
sales slumping on the dollar fall, 
Porsche has its staff working short- 
time to bring output in line with 
demand. 

On the positive side, the low dol- 
lar has made West Germany's im- 
ports cheaper, keeping inflation 
near zero last year and producing 
another record foreign trade 
surplus. 

On the other hand, the govern- 
ment has not reined in unemploy- 
ment. The jobless total soared m 
December to 2.31 million from 2.13 
million in November. Economists 
see a further rise this year. 

The steel and coal sectors face 
cutbacks in employment levels. The 


. planned closure of a Krupp steel 


plant in the Ruhr has unleashed 
some of the most bitter industrial 
demonstrations witnessed in the 
country since World War I. 

Higher consumer taxes, maybe on 
petrol, spirits and tobacco, are 
aimed at pulling back Bonn’s federal 
budget deficit, which will soar to the 
equivalent of $24.5 billion in 1988, 
one-third above target. 

The new figure is an all-time West 
German high and a blow to a gov- 
ernment which came to office five 
years ago on a pledge to restore 
budgetary responsibility. -

Relatives of the four complained 
yesterday that the were hustled 
out of the country without being al- 
lowed a promised fast visit with their 
families. 

“The lawyers didn’t know and the 
families of the deportees didn't know 
either when they would be ex- 
pelled,”’ said Hibi Rajub, wife of 
Jabril Rajub. *‘We were waiting for 
acall from the Red Cross to find out 
when the visit would be to say good- 
bye. When they called, they told me 
he was deported.*’ 

Bashir Khairy’s wife, Shahrazad, 
said she would stay in the family’s 
Ramallah home; her husband is ex- 
pected to make his way to Amman. 

According to the IDF, Khairy is a 
member of the Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine. He spent 15 
years in jail for setting a bomb that 
killed several people. ᾿

Attorneys for the four deportees

‘Patriotic’ journalism 
is not bad journalism 


THE SPATE of Israel-bashing in 
Wester television reporting of the 
ongoing disturbances in the occu- 
pied territories has again raised the 
issue of whether it is at all justified — 
and, more important, wise — to seek 
to suppress or otherwise restrict the 
coverage of news of troubling situa- 
tions, on the basis of national 
interest. : 

Kol Yisrael’s legal commentator, 

Moshe Negbi, advanced the argu- 
ment in last Friday's Post that any 
such attempt at adopting a “patriot- 
ic” approach to news reporting is 
bad — both from the point of view of 
the journalistic profession, and for 
Israel itself. While agreeing with 
some of the examples he gave. I 
want to take issue with a few of the 
basic tenets he posited. 
; To refresh Ss memories, 
let me cite two of Negbi’s arguments 
which 1 find especially troubling: 
“The media are not qualified and 
indeed have no right to determine 
what the national interest is, and 
whether that interest justifies the 
suppression of information™ and, “E 
do hope that the media -- both here 
and abroad -- do not heed such ¢alis 
(for “more responsible media cover- 
age in the territories and elsewhere’) 
and keep on giving the public all the 
relevant facts and pictures about the 
troubled and troubling situation in 
the occupied. territories.“ 

Such arguments are usually ad- 
vanced in conjunction with an em- 
phasis on the sacrosanct nature of 
the principles of “Freedom of the 
Press," and of “the Right of the 
People to Know.” 

This approach constitutes a vast 
exaggeration. There are no uncir- 
cumscribed rights anywhere, for in 
teal life, one particular right is near- 
ly always found to clash with anoth- 
er. 

Even in the U.S., with its empha- 
sis on far-ranging individpalism and 
its tendency to view government as 
the enemy of the people, the vastly 
more important rights to life and to 
liberty, enshrined in the Declaration 
of Independence, are limited. Crim- 
inals are executed by law or, at 
times, even shot down in the streets 
by law enforcement officials; mil- 
lions of others are imprisoned by 
court orders for violating the law. 

The freedom of the media to print 
or broadcast whatever they see fit is 
similarly restricted by the laws of 
libel. In such cases the “right” to 
privacy and to preserving personal 
interest is often given supremacy 
over the public’s right to know. It 
should be obvious that the public, 
which is often although not always 
motivated by a cheap interest in-sen- 
sationalism per se, should not al- 
ways have the right to know 
everything. 

ΤῈ this is true in the clash between 
the rights to personal privacy and to 


An open letter to Bashir Khayri, a 
lawyer by profession, who was de- 
ported to Lebanon yesterday. 


Dear Bashir, 

We got to know each other 20 
years ago under unusual and unex- 
pected circumstances. Ever since, 
we have become part of each other's 
lives. Now I hear that you are about 
to be deported. Since you are in 
detention at present, and this may 
be my fast chance to communicate 
with you, ] have chosen to write this 
open letter. First 1 want to retell our 
story. 

After the Six Day War, you came 
with two other people to see the 
house in Ramle where you were 
born. This was my first encounter 
with Palestinians. My family and I 
had been living in that house since 
1948, just after your family was 
forced to leave — you were a child of 
six then, and I was a year old. We 
had come fo the new state of Israel 
together with 50,000 other Bulgari- 
an Jews, and your house was consid- 
ered “abandoned pr Ων 

Following your first visit in 1967, I 
accepted your invitation to visit you 
in Ramaifah, where [ found myseif 
surrounded by hospitality. We 
talked for hours and established a 
warm persona! connection. Howev- 
er, it became clear that our political 
views were very far apart. Each of 
us saw through the lens created by 
the suffering of his own people. 

But some change in perspective 
was beginning to take place in me. 
One unforgettable day, your father 
came to our house in Ramle, accom- 
panied by your brother. Your father 
was then old and blind. He touched 
the rugged stones of the house. He 
then asked if the lemon tree was still 
in the backyard. He was led to the 
abundant tree; which he had planted 
many years before. He caressed it 
and stood silent. Tears were rolling 
down his face. 

Many years later, after the death 
of your father, your mother told me 
that. whenever he felt troubled at 
night and could not sleep, he would 
pace up and down your rented” 
apartment in Ramallah, holding a 
shrivelled lemon in his hand. It was 
the same lemon my father had given 
him on that visit. 

Ever since I met you, the feeling 
has been growing in me that home 
was not just my home. The lemon 
tree which yielded so much fruit and 
gave us so much delight lived in 
other people's hearts, too. The spa- 
cious house with its high ceilings, big 
windows, and large grounds was no 
longer just an “Arab house,” a de- 
sirable form of architecture. It had 
faces behind it now. The walls 
evoked other people’s memories 
and tears. 

It was very painful for me, as a 
young woman 20 ago, to wake 
up to a few then-well-hidden facts.

€qually true in preserving an entire 
nation’s interest? I would argue that 
national interest should be accorded 
even greater importarice than pri- 
vate interests in circumscribing un- 
trammelied freedom of the press. _ 
The problem lies, of course, in 
applying such an approach in princi- 
ple, to specific cases. 1 agree that the 
media -- or the editors and produc- 
ers, who are the ones who deter- 
mine what we the public read, hear 
and see — “have πὸ right to deter- 
mine what the national interest 15. I 
strongly disagree, however, with the 
contention that we should therefore 
not be guided in our professional 


actions as to what news to publish

and what to suppress by our person- 
al concepts of the national good. 


LET ME first dispense with a se- 
mantic point: Censorship" is usual- 
ly considered a bad concept; “‘edito- 
rial judgement,” a positive one. The 
fact is, however, that~editors are 
censors: the basic function of editing 
the news is that of censorship, decid- 
ing what should and what should not 
be told. The difference between a 
free and a controlled press lies in 
who carries out that censorship 
function -- the central political bod- 
ies. professional editors or private 
owners of the media. 

Such decisions as to what to pub- 
lish and what to suppress are essen- 
tial functions of the media. The ‘all- 
important question is what criteria 
are ta be applied in the use of such 
censoring editorial judgement. In 
full knowledge of the aphorism that 
“patriotism is the last refuge of the 
scoundrel,” 1 would argue that pa- 
triotism, in the sense of an intelli- 
gent assessment of the true interests 
of the national collective, is not only 
not a reprehensible criterion as 2 
guide to editorial judgement but an 
honourable and essential one. 

Let me cite several exampies of 
how the wrongly-maligned Editors’ 
Committee has operated: Newspa- 
per editors were told of the attempts 
to get Ethiopia's Jews out of their 
country and were asked to suppress 
that sensitive information. They re- 
spected that request out of the na- 
tional Ἰπΐετεςι aed that of the Jews 
involved. In this regard, the newspa- 
per editors were acting much more 
responsibly than our political 
leaders, who behaved criminally in 
divulging what they knew before 
Operation Moses came to its suc- 
cessful conclusion. 

In another case, news of an a; 
ment on the immigration of Jews 
from a certain east European coun- 


try was supressed for years by the 
agreement of the Editors’ Commit- 
tee. because such suppression had 
been made a condition for the con- 
tinuation of that limited 
immigration. . 
There is no doubt that such patri- 
otically-motivated behaviour in sup- 
pressing news can be exploited and 
can boomerang. The failure of the 
media in regard to Israel's debacle 
in the early days of the Yom Kippur 
War lay not so much in not publish- 
ing the fact of the concentration of 
Arab armies on the eve of the war. 
as in the conscious propagation by 
the media, over the years, of a false 
picture of total Israeli superiority 
over the Arabs which abetted the 
arrogant “over-confidence™ which 
lay behind Israel's early military re- 
versals in that war. ts 
The issue concerning which the 
media failed was not the public's 
right to know, but the need to strike 
a balance between the need to know 


the truth and the needs of military ἡ 


secrecy, for the good of that same 
public. 

Latterly, there-has been a some- 
what similar situation in regard to 
the Wald Report on the IDF's state 
of preparedness. It is a very damag- 
ing report which, in the initial 
Stages, certainly warranted a mea- 
sure of editorial reticence. Once it 
became obvious, however. that the 
previous IDF General Staff under 
CGS Moshe Levy was remiss in not 
being prepared to even consider the 
legitimate criticism levelled in that 
report, it became the duty of a na- 
tionally-responsible press to report 
its contents in the hope of moving 
the country's political and military 
leadership to action. 


THERE IS never only one single 
truth to guide the media in its re- 
porting of reality, and certainly not 
just a single official version of what 
that truth is. But 1 would hope that 
those who are responsible for the 
media in a country at war — such as 
ours is -- would be guided by their 
judicious vision of the national! in- 
terest, instead of seeking to dismiss 
that concept in its entirety. 

The foreign media can certainly 
not be expected to be guided by 
such a concern for Israel's national 
interest. Since we are part of the 
democratic wortd, we should cer- 
tainly not want to limit the ability of 
the foreign media to report on Isra- 
el. But since Israel is also a society at 
war, the limits on that freedom for 
the foreign press must be even 
greater than the limits we impose on 
our own media. 

-In this regard, I would refer to the 
second quote I mentioned from 
Negbi’s article on giving the public 
“all the relevant facts and pictures” 
concerning the situation in the occu- 
pied territories. The problem here is 
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a dual one and concems almost en- 
tirely reporting by foreign television 
as opposed to that by print journal- 
ists. 

The trouble with television is that 
it is constitutionally unable to give 
“all the relevant facts and pictures” 
in regard to arly complex’ situation. 
As opposed to the adage that “pic- 
tures never lie,” the truth is that 
television pictures nearly always do. 
Any picture of reality is made up of 
thousands:if not millions of simulta- 
neous bits of that complex and of- 
ten-contradictory reality. What one 
usually gets on television, however, 
are highly emotional presentations, 
not of all the relevant facts and pic- 
tures but of the television reporter's 
and cameraman’s decision concern- 
ing what tiny sliver of reality to aim 
the camera at, and of the foreign 
editor's decision on what to cut and 
what to put into.a news item mea- 
sured in seconds and not even in 
minutes. To which should be added 
the medium’s natural preference for 
tlood and gory sensationalism, an 
expression of the fact that TV news 
on commercial networks is often 
closer to the considerations of show- 
biz than to those of professional 
journalism, 

All journalism, both print and 
electronic, is victim to frequent mis- 
takes and distortions due to the 
pressure Of time. Responsible print 
journalism, however, often seeks to 
corrects its mistakes and to restore a 
measure of balance in righting inad- 
vertent distortions. Television news 
rarely does so because it is such a 
vastly more expensive medium and 
because its “time-space” is much 
more limited than is that of the 
press. 

The ongoing events in the territo- 
ries clearly constitute an outburst of 
authentic feelings on the part of the 
conquered Palestinian population, 


A letter to a deportee 


For example, we were all led to 
believe that the Arab population of 
Ramle and Lod had run away before 
the advancing Israeli army in 1948, 
leaving everything behind in a 
rushed and cowardly escape. This 
belief reassured us. It was meant to 
prevent guilt and remorse. But after 
1967. I met not only you, but-also an 
Israeli Jew who had personally par- 
ticipated in the expulsion from 
Ramie and Lod. He told me the 
story as he had experienced it, and 
as Yitzhak Rabin later confirmed in 
his memoirs. 

My love for my country was losing 
its innocence. It was taking on new 
dimensions. 

While I was learning to live with 
these painful facts, you were impris- 
oned. You were charged with plant- 
ing a bomb that killed several civil- 
ians. My heart aches for those 
murdered even now. For your 
crime, you sat in prison for fifteen 
years. Passing the Ramife prison on 
my way to work, J often wondered if 
you were there. J never had the 
courage to ask. It was too painful. 

After my marriage and the death 
of my parents, I inherited the house 
in Ramle. I shared our story with my 
husband, and he and I both felt that 
we wanted to dedicate that house -- 
to some healing purpose. We wished 
to do this in conjunction with you, 
but we did not know whether this 
was at all possible. Foliowing your 
release from prison, we sought you 
out and met you. I felt that you and 
T, your family and mine, were bound 
by a strange destiny, that the house 
with which our childhood memories 
were connected had forced us to 
face each other. However, our con- 
versations revealed that, despite the 
passage of time, your basic position 
had not changed ~ and this makes it 
impossible to find common ground. 
Perhaps some day, if we are both 


willing to make sacrifices, some kind ]. 


of mutual forgiveness may yet 
emerge. 

Hf you could dissociate yourself 
from your past terrorist actions, 
your commitment to your own peo- 
ple would gain true moral force in 
my eyes. I well understand that “‘ter- 
ror” is ἃ term relative to a subjective 
point of view. Some of Israel's polit- 
ical leaders were terrorists in the 
past and have never repented. I 
know that what we consider terror 
from your side, your people consid- 
ers their heroic “armed struggle” 
with the means at their disposal. 
What we consider our right to self- 
defence, when we bomb Palestinian 
targets from the air and inevitably 
hit civilians, consider mass ter- 
ror from the air with advanced tech- 


nology. Each side has an ingenuity 
for justifying its own position. How 
long shall we perpetuate this vicious 
circle? 

The first step out of this deadlock 
is to free ourselves from self-justify- 
ing moral relativism. We are taught 
that the essence of our Jewish tradi- 
tion can be encapsulated in the fol- 
lowing teaching: “What is hateful to

you, do not do unto others.” Unless 
both Israelis and Palestinians can 
embrace this basic human principle. 
we will not have a solid foundation 
for co-existence. That foundation 
entails the right to self-determina- 
tion for both peoples. 

You, Bashir, are a Habash sup- 
porter, rejecting the self-determina- 


tion of my people in this land. Most | 


Israelis fee) that the planting of 
bombs, as weil as the throwing of 
stones, by Palestinians is not just an 
expression of resistance to the occu- 
pation, but is a much deeper refusal 
to accept a Jewish state in even part 
of Palestine. As long as we experi- 
ence this total rejection. you and 
your people will not achieve your 
own in ndence. For you will 
alienate all those Israelis who, like 
myself, are prepared to support the 
Palestinian struggle for self-determi- 
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nation. People like yourself, Bashir, 
bear a great responsibility for trig- 
gering our anxieties, which are well 
justified. given the PFLP’s determi- 
nation to replace Israel with a “secu- 
lar democratic state™ and to use ter- 
ror to achieve this aim. 

Regardless of what you may have 
done recently to displease the mili- 
tary government. deportation is a 
violation of human rights and is, 
therefore, wrong. It also happens to 
be counter-productive for Israel. 
Not only do the expulsions create 
greater bitterness and extremism 
among the Palestinians, thereby es- 
calating the violent confrontations, 
but the deportees.will have greater 
freedom to plan actions against Isra- 
el from abroad. You, Bashir, have 
already experienced one expulsion 
from Ramle as a child. Now you are 
about to experience another from 
Ramallah forty years later. You will 
thus become a refugee twice. You 
may be separated from your wife 
and your two small children, Ahmed 
and Hanin, and from your elderly 
mother and the rest of your family. 
How can your children avoid hating 
those who will have deprived them 
of their father? Will the legacy of 
pain grow and harden with bitter- 
ness as it passes down the 
generations? 

It is a natural reaction to hate 
those who have made us suffer. It is 
also a natural reaction to inflict pain 
because One has suffered pain, and 
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and thus are legitimate news. But 
they are just as clearly part of an - 
ongoing propaganda war between 
the Palestinians and Israel, which#? ᾿ 
has been accompanying the broader 
Arab war against Israel's existence, 
Many of the events in the territories 
have been generated autonomously 
and were not planned by the PLO, 
But many if not most of those auton- 
omous actions have been staged 
with a very definite eye to their im- 
pact on that propaganda war. : 
As a nation at war. Israel is-cer- 
tainly within its rights in seeking to 
circumscribe the ability of foreiga- 
television to contribute to her dis- 
comfiture in that propaganda. war, 
especially when the very presenceof ᾿ 
TV cameras have also proven to be 
a goad to rioting. The IDF thus He- 
haved very correctly this week ‘in 
finally placing especially stormy ref-. 
ugee camps out of bounds to televi- 
sion crews. et 
Such steps admittedly court the 
danger of rousing the ire of the for 
eign television networks. But -in 
time, they will have no alternative 
but to get used to the new ground 
rules. . 
I believe that the correct balance 
to strike between the varying OPPOS: δ 
ing interests in such situations 
which will undoubtedly recur with 
much greater frequency in the fu- 
ture - is to exclude TV, with its 
general tendency to incendiary and 
distorted reporting, from the term- 
tories. At the same time it is essen- {|r 
tial that the more balanced printed Tae 
press. both local and foreign, be as- πῇ 
sured much greater access to events oe 
in the territories, in order to guard 
‘against the ever-present opposite 
danger of totally untrammelled offi- 
cial behaviour in the territories.

This is the 
kind of war that no one can win, a 
either both peoples will achieve lib- Ὁ 
eration or neither will. 5
